All  of  the  Smithites 
oT  the  class  of  1947  are  returning  for  the  Class  Reunion.  Invitations  have  been  out 
i^:"*AS  to  the  former  students  urging  them  to  attend  the  Reunion.  Every  performer  has  been 
at  one  time  a  resident  of  this  town,  and  is  a  graduate  from   our   high     school.

On  my  way  out  I  meet  Peggy  Smith  and  William  V.'addell,  Physical  Education  teacher 
at  Condoza  High  in  Washington,  D.  C.  They  inform  me  that  Ora  Mae  Bayne  could  not  be 
present  because  of  her  monthly  inspection  of  her  Beauty  ^alons  in  Kentucky.  I  also 
see  Fred  Tilley  now  a  famous  surgeon  at  Phillip's  Hospital  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri, 
and  attractive  as  ever  Evangeline  Kemp,  superintendent  of  nurses  in  the  same 
hospital. 

On  my  way  out  I  meet  Talmadge  Mc  Neill,  owner  of  Mc  Neill's  Snack  Bar,  I  see 
Estelle  Lyde,  English  Instructor  at  Howard  University.
